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U.S. REFUSES TO EXTRADITE WAR CRDalNAL 

Belgrade, XUgoolav Home Service, July 16, 1952, 18 JU GMX-- U 

(Exoerpts) 

In connection with the Los Angeles court decision on war criminal 
Andrija ^tukov i q ^ the legal adviaer at the Foreign Ministry, 

Affltrrosaddr ur^TOlanbartos, made the following statement for Radio 
Belgrade: ^ » '' ,w \ 

In connection with the Los Angeles court decisiou on Ustashi war criminal 
Andrija Artukovlo, today we received an official report. The Loa 
- Angeles Judge boa taken the view that the American legal system allows 
the extradition of culprits only in a convention ard reciprocal oose, 
namely, If an extradition agreement exists between the United States 
and the country whloh requests the extradition. 

The judge also took the view that such an agreement does not exist between 
Yugoslavia and the United States, believing that the agreement on 
extradition of criminals entered into between the former JCiugdom of 
Serbia and the United States does not apply to Yugoslavia since It is a 
new state. We do not want to criticize a decision before It has been 
executed or before we exhaust all the legal and juridical remedies, but 
we are convinced that this decision, however symptomatic and regardless 
of how It strikes the sensitive feelings of our people, oust not be 
made an irrevocable decision. 

The decision was not handed down by a court but by a judge who (Three 
words unintelligible — Ed . ) . Besides, this Judge has himself exercised a 
right which, according to American practice and legal procedure, be Is net 
entitled to* He ruled on the applicability of an international agreesmnt. 

Yugoslavia's Contention 

We must a ay that our Government (relies on) an explicit statement made 
by the State Department in 1951 tx> the effect that the controversial 
agreement between the two States was still in force. On the other hand, 
the American legal ays tern provides that the quest loo of the validity of a 
diplomatic agreement is for the court a political question, and In such 
a case, because of its Importance, is to be decided by the Secretary of 
State personally. 

We believe that this thesis will not be questioned by a higher court. 

On the other haod, the Judge did not cancel the detention measure 
against Artukovtc, which should have been the normal consequence of his 
decision.

Belgrade— Today's POLITIKA reacts sharply to reports of sote foreign 
agencies that a Federal judge from Los Atgelee, Pierson Hall, yesterday 
refused to extradite Yugoslav war criminal Andri.la Artu&ovic, Miuieter 
In the Government of the former puppet fascist State of Croatia* A short 
time ago a decision was also adopted to deport Artukovio from the United 
States as persona nou grata with the recommendation that he be cent to 
Ireland, where he had fled after leaving Yugoslavia la 1945. 

POLITIKA terms 4udge Hall*e decision an attempt “to save a war criminal 
and asks whether Judge Hall has not exceeded the bounds of his Jurledio* 
tion, since the American Government, together with other Allies, in 
kbacow and Teheran promised to punish aud extradite war criminals. The 
paper states that during the war Artukovic was a criminal and easier of 
all for which th9 Allies fought. His extradition to Yugoslavia is a moral 
obligation of the Allies wbic.i must not bo ing>eded bv any obstacle, least 
of all by the formal legal clause whioh the Federal Judge invoke a. 

Hall is of the view that the agreement concluded between the United 
States and Serbia in 1902 on the extradition of criminals is no longer 
applicable. However, POLITIKA says, Serbia's iuternationol obligations 
were taken over by Yugoslavia, which was founded in 1919, and this 
agreement has not ceased to be binding, for neither party to It has canceled 
it. - 

It la cotroonly known that Artukovio, as Minister of the Interior of the 
so-called independent State of Croatia, is guilty of the murder of 
thousands of Serbs, Jews, and Croats. After the downfall of the 
Hitlerites, he fled abroad, and a year ago it was ascertained that be was 
working in Los Angeles under an alias. The Yugoslav Government requested 
hie extradition in order to place him on trial.
